SECOND ROUND-UP OF

A lot of modern w riters that 
have enjoyed wonderful trips at the 
expense of the different magazines, 
to see how this war is going along 
have crowded the minds of our peopde 
with (he stories of the various hard­ 
ships of the soldiers and have caused 
the folks at home to think that they 
must crowd the mail w ith’all the lit­ 
tle things we had at home, when we 
are being aa well cared for as we 
deserve. 
There are a lot of aides to 
every discussion, and they are very 
obvious in this case. Why take up the 
valuable space In the ships and why 
not help those at home that the spirit 
of the country may be held up to 
endure the things that are 
coming 
along In the ftext few years. 
There 
is enough poverty in any country to 
take up the time of everyone that is 
fortunate enough to be able to make 
a living and to enjoy it. 
It Is dear of you to t h l n T T W * l T t » * ' 
and I only wish you would do some­ 
thing for anyone that comes your way. 
one that deserves it In my pame, or 
rather according to my wishes, and 
it would be as greatly appreciated. In 
fact, we are able to have most any­ 
thing we care for, and are able to 
buy it much cheaper than you people*’ 
do at home. 
Tobacco is Wanted. 
About the only thing

send me would be some Lord Salis­ 
bury cigarettes and an old-fashioned 
‘corn rob pipe with a cane stom and 
a little Prince Albert tobacco.
